“Dendl ahead in the stream, off where the 
old East India Docks now stand. | 

“And there by Deptford pier is where the 
Gaiden Hind lay, when Queen Elizabeth 
came aboard to knight Francis Drake.” 

Thames traffic makes London the world’s 
foremost river port. Since Roman galley 
davs—when Britons traded grain, slaves, 
and dogskin for European salt and harse 
collacs—commeérce has flowed between 
London and the continental countries along 
the Schelde, the Rhine, and the Elbe. After 
Drake nerved England to smash the Span- 
ish Armada, London ships gained in time 
the lion's share of otean-bome trade. 

Names immortal in discovery and con- 
quest are linked with this water front. 
Fiom here Frobisher went. seeking the 
Northwest Passage, and Hawkins to 
Puerto Rico and Veracruz; from here Lan- 
caster made his voyages to the East, before 
the downfall of Portugal and the rise of 
the British Fast India Company. Raleigh 
exiled from here to explore the Orinoco, to 
popularize tobacco amd, tradition says, to 
start the [rish planting potators, 

It was London's daring money which 
sent Sebastian Cabot to found the Russia 
Company, opening trade with that land, 
London merchants and skippers promoted 
the ‘Turkey, African, Virginiz, and Hud- 
son's Bay Companies. 


London emigrants helped colonize in the 
Americas, In Austrolia, New Zealand, 
China, India, Africa, and the rich lands 
of the sea, 

From this water front went the English 
language. In Droke's day only a few mil- 
lions spoke it. Now it is a world tongue. 
OF all letters, telegrams, books and papers 
printed now, it is estimated that 70 per cent 
ate in Enelizh, London alone uses enough 
newsprint every day to cover a ranch of 
0.350 acres——or nearly 15 square miles of 
paper. | 

“The smell from that big paper mill ot 
Bayswater is one of the marks T steer by on 
fogzy nights,” said a Thames pilot. 


THE WORLD'S BUSUIST RIVER PORT 


Exploration of Londen’s crowded docks 
reveals not only what amazing piles of food 
agreat city cun normally eat, but also what 
odd items, from live bats to rhino horns; 
are mixed in the life stream of world 
Commerce, 

Imponderable, in vanety and magnitude, 
are these fruits of man’s barter. Here, too, 
his work ranges from rutcatching and 
opium sampling to dredging the Thamves 
and handling annual cargo enough to milla 
road with loaded trucks from the Yukon to 
Patagonta. 

To say that every day some 500 craft, 
hig: and tittle, pass through the Thames 
mouth tells only half the story.

Tilbury is the first dock one sees when 
sailmg up the Thames. Its long londmeg 
faze form: a homeland gateway for people 
rom Australia, New Zealand, India, China, 
ant) other exeterti countries who lane or 
embark bere. Fast trains of the London, 
Midland and Seottsh Ryilway touch the 
dock's eee and whisk passengers away to 
ol parts of the Kingdon. 

In the city, PLA hos stil more ware-

AN IVORY AND TOOTH MARKET 

This is the world’s ivory and tooth mar- 
ket (page 9). Tt takes 16,000,000 artifi- 
cial teeth from the United States every 
yeor—and some 2,000 elephant tusks from 
Africa ard Asia, | 

“Not many tusks are from newly slain 
elephants,” said a warehouse gunrd. “Most 
of them come from mudholes, leit by ani- 
mals long dead. Semetimes we get the iee- 
preserved tusks of Siberian manimoths, as 
well as narwhal tusks and bippxypotanus 
teeth. 

“That pile there is rhing horns: they're 
not ivery—juet compressed hair, Chinese 
tsually buy them for medicine, but when 
the Ltalians were invading Ethiopia, agents 
came from Emperor Haile Selassie to buy 
these rhino horns; thay wanted then ts 
make ‘courage-giving’ medicine for their 
warrints, They bid the price up a0 high 
that the Chinese dropped out of the market, 
But apparently the ‘medicine’ wouldn't 
work in Abyssinia!” 

Wool was England's chief export in the 
Middle Ages. ‘Today it is one of London's 
main imports. It takes the fleeces from 
about fifty million sheep to meet London's 
annual demuancds! 

Téa trade hoe centered here for 300 years. 
In Mincing Lane you can see brokers bid- 
ding on lots which have been expertly 
sampled by PLA’s own tratasters (page 
13). 1 went in bareheaded, slipped into 
in emply seat, and watched bidding— 
which ahsorhs 500,000,000 pounds of tea 
i year. 

When they “bulk” tea, or tix it, on sore 
warehouse floors you may see it heaped up 
in mounds higher than men’s heads. 


Still in business, in Londen, is the succes- 
sor af the firm that shipiped ‘ten to Bostan 
for that historic “party” of longage ip. 53). 

Spice rooms on the docks smell of Singa- 
pore pepper, Ceylon cinnamon, and cloves, 
Here & 5 ‘igarble” or sort HULMEZS, ker- 
nels of a fruit of which mace is the husk; 
perfume makers come here for tonka beans 
frott Panama, and civet cat serum packed 
in sealed cowhorns from Djibouti. | saw 
one chunk of ambergris worth $5,000! 

From. the Matto Grosso (Brazil) come 
vanilla beans, ipecac, and sarsaparilla roots 
wound in balls that look like brown twine; 
also aloes from Aden packed in dried mon- 
key skins, for the pill makers; from Mexico 
dried fies and lizard egos as food for pet 
hsh (page 28). 

There was dragon's blood gum from Ma- 
lava, used in dyes, and 90 tons of African 
ostrich feathers worth $25 a pound. In one 
biz vault Were stacked 60 tons of small 
opium cubes, wrapped in red paper; police 
guard jt, to see thet oone of the drug 
slips inte unkawful channels, 

“Plenty of happy dreams in that pile,” 
someane remarked, 

“Pm tired of the smell of it,” sald the 
guard, Even o tociturn customs chemist, 
boring Httle holes to take samples, admitted 
that some fresh air might do him gol, I, 
fr, felt relieved to get oui of the “hop 
room,” and up where men were weighing 
dried turtle risa from Panama. 

Think of-all the “liquid: history” that hus 
been packed into this ancient water front 
since Roman galleys traded here: since 
Dares atic Vileingte cime to plunder: since 
the great companies of merchant jlven- 
turers launched their tiny ships for daring 
tre and colonizing far ewer then little- 
known Seas. 

Think of the 60,000. ships a year that 
now form smoke lanes from ‘Londen to 
every nook of the world where goods can 
be bought or sold, and you begin to see why 
the 7O-mile stretch of “London River” is, 
Incomparably, the world’s busiest water 
front.

At Whipsnale, in 
the country, the Zoo has one pair of Barings 
girlies that run out of doors. all winter.

Some of the aviaries: in packdlocks of this 
Zoqa are covered with green turf or sod.

THE LONDON STOCK EXCHANGE 

The London Stock Exchange, called the 
“mart of the world,” has raised capital not 
ently for endless private enterprise, but for 
developing backward nations overseds. 

As early as 12755. brokers had to take 
un vath before the Mayor. They brought 
rich men into touch with borrowers, and 
aided the flaw af new cupital into business, 
Many were mere agents, wetting a fee for 
selling corn, wine, and cattle: 

Actual dealers in shares of stock ap- 
peared only toward the end of the 1600's, 
when the public began to look for some 
method of using its gold savings, 

Speculation in stocks grew so wild by 
1697 that an act was passed to stem the 
tide. Such wildcat stock-selling schemes 
invalved plans from perpetual-motion ma- 
chines to breeding milk-bearing asses: One

This Exchange came into being to trade 
in the National Debt: to this day, the bulk 
of business i¢ in the Fusds,” and in the na 
thonal debts of foreign countries, domin- 
lons and colonies, and the municipal debts 
of local authorities at home and abroad. 

The founding of the Bank of Fingland 
In 1694 gave impetuc to this trading in 
Government bonds, and it was here the 
modern stock company, as we know if, 
wit gradually evolved, 

One writer says: "Mr. Pepys had stored 
his wealth in silver plate, in deposits with 
the goldsmiths, and in loins to hie patron, 
Lord Sandwich. The discowery that the 
purchase of a piece of paper would pay 
higher interest, forestall the thief, ane! per- 
haps even bring to its happy possessor o 
substantial bonus by way of capital appre 
clition, went tothe head af the rapidly in- 
creasing capitalist population of london,” 

Three chief classes of securities dealt in 
here now are the debenture or bond, the 
preference share, and the ordinury share. 

Nebody knows how many shares are 
bought and sold daily on this Exchange. 
Unlike our practice in the United States, 
daily papers do not publish this total turn- 
over because the Exchange directors will 
nol give It out. 

However, a quick glance at the financial 
pages of any leading London paper shows 
column after column of lished stocks and 
their daily price ranges, 

Besides quotations from oabrosd, London 
prices aré shawn ‘for stocks in British rail- 
ways, banks, textiles, metals; steamship 
lines, plantations, breweries, hotels, motor 
and direraft companies, Indian, Canadian, 
und foreign roilways. In fact, here is a 
catalogue of practically all the great cor- 
pomitinos in the world whiee stacks are 
hought and sold, and a Hst of all securities 
from every government known to investors, 

It was the passage of an act in 1862, 
under which fi i 
could be set up, which gave final impetus 
to the London Steck Exchanye as a capital

market. Under this law, the liahility of 
atty shareholder is limited to the amount 
of maaney he hae invested. 

Because the Landon Stock Exchange 
Closes a few hours earlier than that at New 
Vork, by a difference of time, London 
brokers and jobbers swarm in the street 
about the Exchange buildine for hours 
afterwards, in what = called the “American 
market.” Rain or shine, the crawl is 
pack! in the mutrow confines of Throg- 
morton and adjacent alleyways: messenger 
boys squirm through the crowd, ane ex-. 
cited voices cry the bid and ask prices for 
well-known American stocks (page 26). 

In July, 1773, the name “The Stock Ex- 
change” was formally ailopted, and in 1801 
the present Exchange in Capel Court was 
established,

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FIELD DOGS IN ACTION

OW helples the human hunter 

—§ would be without the aid of his dog! 

True, man can learn the habits of 

game, but cont he catch the faint scent bome 

through the air from the bories of birds 

20 yards wway, and know that a covey of 

quail lies hidden in a corer of the old rail 

fence? For that kind of matic he must 

depend upon his four-footed hunting com- 
punion, 

Certain breeds, including the setters and 
pointers, the spaniels, and the retrievers, 
have been hunting allies of men through 
the centuries_* 

Early forbears of modern bird dogs 
spread jo England and other countries froin 
Spain, ind the word “spaniel” is derived 
from this ancestry, Old English prints: of 
two and more centuries age picture hunt- 
ing dogs almost identical with our modern 
setters, pointers, and spantels. 

Mointers and setters were used to “point” 
the presence of quail und purtridges so that 
nets might be dropped over the birds, 
Springer spaniels were trained to Mush ur 
“spring game birds for the hawks in the 
royal sport of falcenry.+

Instead of a single dog, sportsmen often 
weet a brace of setters or pointers. Then, 
if ene dog locates a covey, the second dog 
must immediately “back” the point by 
coming to a stop and looking or pointing in 
the same direction, To rash in and usurp 
his rival's game would be a cardinal sin in 
bird dogdem, Inetead, be shows a whole 
some neapect for the accomplishment of the 
other fellow. Good manners and fair play 
are unforgettable parts of his training and 
heritage: 

It always seems rather remarkable to 
me how quickly o good field doy learns 
which creatures are fair game und which 
ones are protected by the laws-<and custome 

of man. To fined « seasoned setter point- 

ing a songbird would be unthinkable. Out 
of all the scents that assail his nostrils 
he singles these of the game his master 
seeks. 

Once in Africa | found a dog of mine 
pulnting strange game. A fast little female 
setter, she had galloped far ahead and had 
not come back, so Thad set out in search 
of her. At last 1 found her, frozen in o 
paint at a ringhals, a deadly spitting: cobra, 
coiled for action in the grass x few feet 
away.

The bird, too, often remains still, relying 
upen its protective oolorativn. A classic 
story in this connection i the yarn of the 
ma. whey missed his pointer and found it 
on the meors months later, woskeleton dog 
pointing a skeleton bird! 


FIELD TRIALS HAVE WIDK APPEAL 


The field trials for pointers and setters 
supreme tests of bird-dog. ability—appeal 
not only to the hunter and sportsman bul 
to the lover of animals and student wf 
Nature, Not a bird isoshot. The only 
shooting is done with 4 pistol loaded with 
blank cartridges, This & fired after a bird 
hos been flushed, to demonstrate that the 
dt is not gun-shy, 

Excitement and tension run high as these 
splenrlitd animals compete against a back- 
vrowne of brilliant autumn. follape, Any 
one of a down mistakes may disqualify a 
contestant, inchiding the premature flush- 
ing of the quarry by o highly strung dog, o 
sudden dash forward after the bird rather 
than i steady jooimt. 

The excitement communicates itself to 
the dogs and sometimes they break oneler 
the strain. | remember one such episode 
during Held trials at the Duke of Portland's 
estate in Englund, 

A fine Pointer, Champion Saddleback (4 
called because of the saddle-shaped, liver- 
colored marking on his back) had heen 
kept in an old-fashioned hansom cab all 
day awaiting his tum. For hours he had 
heard the men anc the guns, and the air 
must have been full of scent. 

When at last Saddleback was “put down,” 
a hire got up in front of him, Now in 
na ¢ase may uo Pointer chase a hare, 
and the sight of one so far forgetting him- 
self is enough to raise every eyebrow in the 
county, But os soon as Saddleback saw 
that hare, off he went as hard as he could 
run, disturbing game all over the place anid 
finishing the trials for that day, The as- 


sembled sportamen commiserated the owner 
as solemnly as if he had just had a death 
in the family. 

From. September '9 tu: December 14, 
[3¢—rovebly three months—129 field- 
trial meetings for pointers and setters alone 
were held in the United States and Canada, 
most of them in this country, 

Usually, at the big trials in the eastern 
United Stites, the quarry ts quail, but 
there are other events at which the dows 
are Tun on pheasants and ruffed grouse, Tn 
the West the game may include prairie 
chickens and the European, or Hungurian, 
partrindge.*

Take, for instance, the celebratel 
black Pointer, Tap, owned by the late Wil- 
ligm Arkwright, of England, author of that 
muommaoth work, The Pointer.”

For quail, ruffed grouse, and the Furo- 
pean partrichge, nothing can beat a good 
setter or pointer. They can gallop fnster 
and cover more round than any other-wun 
chow. 

For pheasants 4 comparative newcomer 
to the Uniter! States has sprung inte wide 
use, This is the English Springer Spaniel, 
an old breed Jong known in Furope as o 
pheasant hurdler, but not introduced to this 
county in numbers until about o down 
years azo (Plate VI and page 105). 

A smaller dog than the setter, to which it 
Is Telated, the spumel can easily penetrate 
the dense thickets and patches of brambles 
where pheasants or rabbits find refupe. 


TOW A SPANTEL WORKS 


The spaniels job is entirely different fram 
that of the pointer and setter, He is not 
supposed to Fa but to spring, or flush, 
the game: He works with his nose to the 
ground, hunting for foot scent, Into ewery 
clump of bushes, every brier pateh, he 
pokes his inquiring nose. He sepeeues 
through tangled wodergrowth, He keeps 
eternally busy, until wt lest, with aadash, he 
flushes a pheasant and the startled bird 
fies oul with a whir ot wings. 

Without warning the hunter must. rate 
his gun and fire. In shooting over spaniels 
the tension never relaxes, 

As these dogs work only about 20 to. 40 
yards ahead, they are always in sight. The 
Owner Gain ser everything that is going on: 
the send] birds that My out of the under- 
erowth and perch overhead, the blacksnake 
that slithers away through the grass. 

Nature lovers, Incidentally; will find an 
intelligent bird dow. or spaniel a valuable 
aly, A pointing of John James Audubon 
shows the noted American naturalist-artiat 
with his dog, a setter with @ somewhat 
spuiniel-like head. 

At spantel field trials—unlike these for 
winters wad setters-—the ganve le shot antl 
retrieved. As a div flushes » pheasant ant 
the shot rings out, he i stppposed to “crop,” 
or sit on his haunches, awaiting orders, If 





the bird falls he may be ordered to retrieve 
it to his handler, the faster and mire 
wently mouthed the better. 

The annual trials beld on Fishers Island, 
in Longs Island Sound, are the best known 
in America for this type of dog. There 
ustially is an abunlunce of pheasants anid 
rabbits, and the cover is ideal for the werk 
of spaniels. Everybody walks at ‘spaniel 
trinks ancl even the gallery is clase enough 
to see the dogs in action.

Sometimes the judges prescribe a stern 
test. The dog on the leit. hos just flushed 

a pheasant smd the gun has broaght it down 
in a patch of bushes a short distance away. 
Now he sits on his hunches, awaiting the 
word to go out and bring in the fruits of 
his: labor. But the judge ignores hin, 
Instead he turns to the rival dog and gives 
him the coveted ASSigrirrietnat. 

You can imagine what is running through 
that first dog's head, He is strongly 
tempter) to throw his training to the wines 
and rush «ff to wet the bird. Atter all, it 
belongs to him, doesn’t it? Didn't he sniff 
it out and flush that bird? What right has 
that other fellow to touch his pheasant? 

But the true champion will resist that 
powerful temptation, bolding bis. ground 
and swillowing his hurt pride with a seli- 
discipline and a strength of character that 
few men could muster. 

Although wild game generally is: becom- 
ing scarcer in this country, pheasants are 
rowing more and more plentiful becouse 
mf the tens of thousands of them hatched 
every vear under domestic hens ane sub- 
sequently tiberated. As they increase, [ 
believe that more and more Springer Span- 
tels will come inte use throughout the 
United States. 


COCKER SPANIEL LEADS BEGISTHATIONS 


As this is written, the most popular of all 
breeds of does—as determined by the num- 
ber of registrations received at the Amer- 
icant Kennel Club—is the Cocker Spaniel 
(Plate O17 and page 99). 

Thongh many are kept simply as pets, 
the Cocker is also trained to hunt and take 
port in field trials. It is best adapted for 
hunting woodcock: from which it takes 
its reurrie. 

In this country the pointer and. setter, 
like the spaniel, are often taught to retrieve, 
but in field trials it is not expected of them

Spocialists in this work of delivering the 
goods on both land and water are the re- 
trievers (Plates TV, V,VU). ‘Their place is 
not ahead, but at the heel of their master. 

All have large, sensible, and sagacious 
heads und possess what might be called a 
kindly expression. The brain box and: the 
seit ol the powers of scent are well devel- 
oped. They have wonderful noses, A 
Labrador Retriever, for instance, will rin 
on the line of a “winged” pheasant over 
all kinds of lond, even over rocks or pave- 
rent. 

The “marking” faculty also is highly 
dévelopad. This i the ability to note the 
exact spot where a bird has fallen. A good 
retriever may be kept “dawn” for sore time 
after a bird has been shot, but he will carry 
that location in his doggy brain and go there 
without hesitation when the command 
“Fetch!” at given. Lf two birds have 
fallen, be will remember both, getting frst 
one, then the other. 

For duck shooting a retriever ur a water 


spaniel is almost indispensable. It-is won- 
derful the amount of cold they can stand, 
T have seen retrievers coming out of the 
water in menr-zero weather, their coats fee 
toonmed with icicles, 

My companions and To were all muffled 
lip, with Tur caps on our beads, flaps. over 
our ears, and our hands in thick fur gloves. 
Yet those dogs would go in again and again, 
breaking the thin ice along the edge and 
swimming out through the black, icy water. 
After bringing in a bird, they would shake 
themselves and bt ready for another ad- 
venture. 

A heavy sopply of ofl in the skin protects 
these does from the cold.

FIELD DOGS [IN ACTION 7] 


The sight of a good retriever in action 
is a splendid example of teamwork between 
man ail animal. A charge of shot has 
dropped a big drake out of a leaden sky 
and it floats on the dark water, almost out 
of sight.

English Setter 

‘The English Setter is locked upon as-one 
of the world’s mest beautiful purebred 
does, but its beauty is much more than 
skin-leep. ° From the finely chiseled head 
to the tip of the “feathered” tail, every 
line reflects grace and intelligence. [ts 
gentle dignity bears witness to a lovable 
disposition amd aristocratic lineage (Plute 
I and pages 87 and 167). 

For Hundreds of years such dogs have 
been valuable hunting companions of men. 
Long before the tine af the shoteun, the 
ancestors of our modern English Setters 
were locating game hinds for hunters 
equipped with nets, The dows were taught 
to approach quictly and then tu “‘set—sit 
or croyeh—yhile the net was: dropped over 
the birds: Later they were trained to 
“point” in an upright pose as they do today, 

A born hunter, the English Setter is used 
by sportamen all over the world asa de- 
pendable shooting dog uncer all conditions 
of terrain and climate, though in very hot 
climes a shorter-conted dog might be pre- 
ferred. In birel-dog field trials the English 
Setters are always among the most tiumer- 
ound popular of entrants. 


Two men were chiefly instrumetital in 
bringing the English Setter to the height 
uf its beauty and shooting-dog worth, One 
wis Edward Laverack, an Englishman who 
died in 1877. The other was his friend, 
R. L. Purcell-Lleweltin, of Tregwynt, Pem- 
brokeshite, southwestern Wales, who made 
outerosses of other English Setter strains 
with these of Laverack. 

Broadly speaking, the pute Laverack 
type is preferred for the exhibition jude- 
ing ting, while the lighter-huilt, and racier 
iewellin is looked upon’ as having more 
specd in the field, where fast-goers are 
favored, 

For show purposes the male English 
Setter should be about 23 to 24, tnches in 
height at the shoulder and weizh from 55 
to 70 pounds; females Jess. 

The body ground color is white with 
mirkings oF black, lemon, liver, or trioolor 
(black, white, and tan) distritted in 
flecks. For show purposes, heavy markings 
are not-comsidererd desirable. 


Trish Red Setter 


This handsome, dashing [rishman is 
whally red, a rich shade that may be likened 
to that of the ope chestnut fresh from the 
bur (Plate 1 and opposite page). 

At shows in the United States and the 
British Isles, many of the leading Trish 
Stiters are exhibited by women, who ap- 
narently are attracted by the richness and 
the shining glory of this dog's coat, — 

The Trish Setter is usually a higher dog 
at the shoulder than the English Setter or 
its Scottish relative, the Gordon Setter 
(Plates Tand 17). Slim anél fast, the [rish 
is longer in leg and has the sloping shoul- 
ders of the thoroughbred race horse, 

As [rsh Setters are high-struny and 

often temperamental, they develop more 
slowly and require more patient training 
than do some of the other breeds, Never- 
theless, they are natural-born field dogs 
aml are found wherever the shotgun is 
cured. Of old, they were known as 
“red spaniels,” or m Gaelic as madradh 
ragad (red choy), 
One of the leading dogs of the present 
day is an Trish Setter. Time and again he 
has won in the best-in-shoy division at the 
foremost events in America, When pa- 
rade! at Macison Square Garden, New 
York, no dog is received with more pcclaim 
by the vast audiences than Champion Mil- 
son O"Roy.

The Gordon Setter, o native Scot. de an 
LECT | Hanser clings, ae pselul as it 
i good-looking (Plate I) 

Tradition says that more than a century 
ago one of the Dukes of Gordon heard af 
a oneighboring Highland shepherd's dog 
which was remarkably successful in lovat- 
ing gaine. He croased this Hlack-snel-toan 
callie with the setters at Gordon Custle,

thus establishing the foundation of the 
breed. if this story is to be. credited. 

Certain it is that Rake and Rachel, 
Gordon Setters bred by the Duke of Gor- 
don in.or about the vear 1842 and brought 
to America by George W. Blunt, were 
white with black-and-tan markings, in 
contrast to those of the present day, which 
are coal black: marked with tan. 

Mr. Blunt gave Rachel to his friend 
Daniel Webster and presented one of the 
puppies bred from the pair to Henry (lay, 
The acceptance of the latter offer was 
written from Washington, 5, C., April 30, 
}844, Clay wrote in part: 


“| have no great attachment for dows, 


hecuwe they kill sheep, but some of my 
family Tike them better, and 7 sometimes 
overcome my fepugnance to them, and get 
attracted by their fidelity, Ti it should be 
convenient to send the one you offer me to 
Willian A. Brucdley, Esq., of this city, 1 
will carry her with pleasure to Ashland, arid 
thank vou for her. If convenient she ought 
to be here by this day week. T am truly 
ani) faithfully youts, HL Clay.” 

This white, black-and-tan-marked Cict- 
don Setter evidently became a favorite. 
She or a setter very much like her appears 
ina portralt of Mr. Clay. 

In the middle eighties a lighter, more 
finely built type of Gordon Setter arrived 
in the United States. These dogs, prin- 
cipally from Scotland, were owned and 
kenneled in the Kentucky Blue Grass coun- 
try; Much more active than the older and 
heavier style of Gordon, they proved ex- 
cellent shooting as well as show dogs. 

Hunting slowly but very surely, the Gor- 
duty is especially Hked as a ruffed grouse 
dox and is also good on woodeock, He has 
nise, brains, and a suitable temperament 
for training and is easily broken to re- 
trieve. 

A full-grown dog should stand abeut 22 
to 25 inches and weigh up to 68 pounds. 
The tan markings should be over the eyes, 
on the side: of the muzele, an the throat arm! 
chest, on the inmer side of the hind leus 
and thighs, showing down the front of the 
stifle and broadening out to the outer side 
af the hind legs from the hock to the tors; 
on the forelegs from the knees, or a Tittle 
alave, downward to the toes; and around 
the vent. 

A small white spot on the chest is 
allowed. The tun is a mohoyany rel, the 
main oofor ashining black. 


Pointer 


A fiest-cate bird dog, the Pointer ts. built 
on lines that suggest its speed and staying 
powers (Plate IT and pawe 4). 

Among the ancestors of this treed was 
the ofil Spanish Pointer, introduced into 
England carly in the 18th century when the 
new practice of “shooting flying” with small 
leaden pellets was comme into vogue. 

Old paintings indicate that the Spanish 
Fointer was-a noble, sturdy, steady dog, but 
it did: not phe fast enough for the game- 
shooters of England. They wanted a gun 
deg not so much given to “pottering,” or 
delay on the ground where game had been. 
Sa why not use the blood of a faster dog— 
ave, even the greyhound? Sure enuugh, 
with crosses of English Foxhound and grey- 
hound blood there was brought forth a 
printing dog that carried his head higher; 
he sought wame scent from the atmosphere 
as well as from the soil. 

The English Pointer was the result, and 
world-wide is his fume. We find him in all 
countries, hot, cold, and temperate, So 
widely distributed is the breed that the 
‘English’ hos been dropped and the dogs: 
are known simply as “Pointers.” In the 
America of our own day, in competition at 
field trials, the Pointer has made an excel- 
lent record, 3 

The Westminster Kennel Club, which 
sponsors the annual dag show at Madison 
Square Garden in New York, accomplished 
much for the benefit of breeders and users 
of Pointers in America, antl a portrait of 
the Pointer, Sensation, remains the emblem 
of the clab. 

The ‘best colors of Pointers are white 
and liver, white and lemon, and white 
and black, the white being the main or 
beady color, The white not only gives a 
voy and aristocratic appearance, but is tse- 
jul in the field, as it enables a hunter to see 
his dag some clistance away.

A native of Britain, itwis given its name 
because of its excellence for use fn wood- 
cack shooting, ‘Today it is widely popular 
both at a spartsman’s dag for the outdoors 
and as a pet for the children at home. No 
dag, T believe, his a temperament more 
equable and affectionate, 

Of all the shooting dogs none is so 
Widely distributed the world over, ‘There 
are more Cocker Spaniels registered in the 
kennel clubs of all countries than any other 
sperting kind—proof of the enormous 
papularity they enjoy among dow lovers of 
mill rsstitoms, 

Many Cockers are black, and on delving 
inte the long lines of ancestry one finds that 
these have descended from the larger black 
Field Spaniel (Plate 10). ‘The large pup- 
pies of a Field Spaniel Witter were called 
“Held.” while the small ones were desi 
nated “cocker” because they were nol ex- 
pected to retrieve anything lnrger than a 
woodeack, 

Nowndlays the Cockers used for sporting 
jrurpases are being bred longer in leg andl 
more powerful in jaw, for at held trials they 
are called) upon to retrieve all sorts of came 
birds, 

The Tuture probably will see considerable 
crossing of the stronger, leggier English- 
bred Cocker with the superlatively beauti- 
ful Amercan-bred Cocker, usually of less 
weight, height, and consequent power. 
The progeny should prove entirely satisfac- 
tory as sporting Cocker Spaniels.

As i show dog during the late Victorian 
period, the Field Spaniel, like the Sussex

Sussex Spaniel 

The Sussex Spaniel Is: named for the 
County of Sussex, in the southeast of Eng-

even the Cocker Spaniels of the time, the 
sussex Of the late Victorian era was bred 
very long in the body and very short in the 
leg—a build altogether unsuitable for the 
activity and Jasting powers a working spun- 
lel Must possess.

In 1807 a vessel flying the British flag 
wos wrecked off the coast of Maryland. 
‘The crew was rescued by the American ship 
Cuonton and among the refugees were two 
puppies from Newfoundland, The male— 
destined to be the Adant of a new. breed— 
was a light liver or dingy red in color; the 
fernale, black. 

The young dogs were presented by the 
master of the abandoned brig to his new 
American friends. When the puppies grew 
alder they were found to be very tractable 
and good retrievers—just the sort af dows 
required for duck shooting along the shores 
of Chesapeake Bay. | 

These newcomers probably had been bred 
in Newfoundland of a stock introduced by 
early English, French, and Basque neher- 
men and ether sailarmen, A ships deg in 
these dave had to be a powerful fellow, an 
able-bodied canine sailor not afraid of the 
roughest and coldest seas, The rocket ape 
phiratds then was unknown and the ship's 
dog was.the ship's swittmer. In cuse of a 
wreck he was often called ypon to swim 
ashore with a light line, for he might sur- 
vive where no small baat could live amid 
the breakers and rocks; — 

From such sturdy stock, then, came 
Sailor and Canton, as the rescued puppies 
were called. Bred with the local Maryland 


dogs and perhaps with each other, they pro- 


duced a mighty and exceedingly useful race 
of wild fowl and game retrievers, fearless of 
winds and watere—the Chesapeake Eny 
Retrlever (late I[V and page 84).

Furthermore, the Chesapeake is proving 
ite werth w= a oretriever not only of water 
fowl but of upland game as well. 

With its naturally well-oiled and thick 

hide, hard, weather-resisting cout, and 
weolly or Turlike under-coat, the Chesa- 
petite Hay dog can defy the most extreme 
conditions af winter weather. 
As the duck-shooter’s deg must not be 
readily visible to the ever-wary wild fowl, 
the color of the Chesapeake ts considered of 
the utmest importance, It varies from a 
dark brown to a faded ton or dead-erass 
shade, A little white is allowed on the chest, 
the less the better, 
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Males should stand 23 to 26 inches and 
weigh from 65 to 75 pounds; females 2] 
to 24 inches and 55 to 65 pounds in weight. 


Labrador Retriever 


The ancestors of the present-lay Lah- 
rador Retriever came not from Labrador 
but from Newfoundland, They were gen- 
erally known as St. John’s dogs and were 
highly valued for sporting purposes (Thate 
TV and page 98). 

Their sense of smelling. is scarcely to be 
credited,” wrote Colonel Hawker, an Eng- 
lish sportsman auther, in 1830, “and their 
discrimination of scent in {ollawing a 
wounded pheasant through a whole covert 
(ull of garne, or a pinkoned wildfow! through 
a furze brake of a warren of rabbits, ap- 
pears almost impossible,” . 

In this respect the Labrador has changed 
not abit. His seenting powers are-os phe- 
nomennl today as they were-a century ait, 
Tn England « pointer cross was used, 

In the ever-increasing number of Seld 
and water trials held in the United) States 
and Europe, the Labrador has more than 
ever proved himself a highly reliable dog 
for pheasant and duck shooting,  _ 

In most instances the Labrador is Kept 
only for retrieving, as he is considered ths 
high at the shoulder and too bulky in 
body to enter readily the dense coverts 
or thickets that a spaniel would pene- 
trate with ease. Labradors are used as 
rough all-round shooting. dogs, however, 
when «& pointer, setter, or spaniel is not 
available, 

Hunters usually take a Labrador. along 
while marsh shwting aml in sume cases 
where there ore plenty of rabbits. His 
nose, steadiness, and samacity make him 
easy to handle in the fiekl.. He is the 
hunter's friend and also a handy watchdog. 

The coli is usually black, free from 
rustiness and white markings, except per- 
haps a small spot on the chest. Other whole 
colors dine penmissible, and yellow is becuwm- 
ing increasingly popular, The blacks have 
dark eves, 

The coat is short, dense, thick, and fairly 
hard to the touch. without wave. The toil, 
known a5 an “otter tail," is distinctive, It 
should lv straight anid not carried over the 
back. 

The Labradors heitht at the shoulder 
i about 2! tu 22 inches, Males weigh 
from 0 to 65 pouncds, females around 55 
preven. 
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Curly-coated Retriever 

Curly-coated Retrievers were exhibited 
at Rirminghum, England, as lang ago a 
1860, and to this day thei g remain amon 
ei most useful and well-made of the pun 

degs employed for field and water work 
(Flate V), 

The “Curly” fully deserves his name, as 
the entire body is covered with close, crisp 
curls of hair which probably protect the 
hide from the nigers of cold and water, 

From whence come this very old breed of 
retriever? Possibly from some kind of a 
curly-haired spaniel ani a pointer of black 
ar liver ¢olor, It has sometimes been 
thought to have some Irish Water Sparel 
blood, but L beliews that the Curly-coatec 
Retriewer was in existence before the [rish 
Water Spaniel in its purity as we know it 
now was known anywhere (paige 106), 

The color of this dog is wholly black 
of liver, but a few white hairs are allowable 
in the chest. The cout should be a mass 
of crisp curls. A feature of this breed is 
the moderately short tail, carried fairly 
straight, slightly tapering toward the point 
and covered with curls. 

Recently the Curly-coated Retriever was 
reintroduced into the Wnited States for 
shvwiting acl feld-trial purposes, The male 
shoulil stand about 24 tnehes ond weigh 
around 65 to 735, pounds. 





Golden Retriever 

About the time of the American Civil 
War, « traveling showman in Russian wie 
struck by the intelligence and impressive 
appearance of the massive cream or biscuit- 
colored dogs of the Caucasus which were 
‘chiefly used for guarding sheep, He tried 
training some of them and produced a 
striking troupe of performing dogs. 

_ When they appeared at @ circus. at 
Brighton, England, shortly afterward, the 
splendid animals caught the eve of the 
late Lord Twoednsisthe— Sir Dhdley Mar- 
joribonk<e—whe persiaced the proprietor 
to sell him the lot, From such ancestry 
comes One of the handsanest, most sava- 
tious, and amicable of dogs—ihe modern 
Golden Retriever (Plate V), 

The Golden Retriever was first seen at 
How shows about 1908. and at field trials in 
[910 and 1811. Since then he has become 
more and more popular in America as well 
a in Europe. Some of the earlier speci- 
mens were imparted by a resident of Win- 
hiped, Canada, and were satisfactorily tried 
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as duck dogs under the most severe win- 
ter conditions, The Goldens proved them- 
stlves as hardy as any of the other retrievers: 
and large spaniels. 

The coat is flat or wavy, with a good 
ttider-cout, ond both ore water-resisting. 
Liitht-colored| eves are considered objer- 
tivnable: black er brown ones are preferred. 
The skull is broad, the muzzle powerful, 
the teeth strane, 

The very appearance of this dog gives 
one the impression of kindliness, under- 
Standing, and iaithfulness; it is a dog for 
the country house as well as the field.

This dog, the largest of the land spaniels,

The setter is better fitted for 
speed than the spaniel, which is built on 
more cloddy Vines, 

The springer spaniel is one of the ear- 
liest, if not the very oldest, of the spaniel 
vitieties, Barlow's print (A.D. 1686) pre- 
sents springer spaniels which haye just 
sprung. winged game—apparently pheas- 
ants—that are being shot ai by gentlemen 
mounted on horses. “The English Springer, 
in appearance wand use, has not changed for 
at temst 250 yenrs. 

Hardy and postesced of a natural desire 
for hunting, the springer is also a capital 
water dog-and retriever. 

My own English Springer Spaniel, 
Rover, is LS years old; his hearing has

Clumber Spaniel 


Sometimes known a6 “the aristocrat of 
the spaniel family,” this dog takes its name 
from Clumber Park, a country seat of the 
Dukes of Newcastle, near Worksop, Eng- 
land (Plate VE), 

Originally the Clumber was oo French 
spuniel treuvht toa high slate of hunt- 
Ing perfection by the Duc de Nootlles, in 
France, but about the onde of the 18th 
century he presented several of his clogs 1 
the then Duke of Newcastle 

Rasily trained ad possessed of keen 
scehting powers, they were aod are silent 
ir mute hunters—they spiel moor push out 
their game without giving tongue. Thus, 
whatever game muy be ahead of the shiat- 
ing party is net unduly disturbed until the 
arrival of the dogs and guns: 

Tn due course the strain from Clumber 
became sparsely distributed about the Brit- 
ith countrysides. But generally the (lam- 
ber was Jooked upon as one of the ape 
purtenances of the farger kennels and 
pheasant-shmiting estates owned by per- 
sons Of the hivhest. rank, including the 
reigning monarch and his nobles; hence its 
aristecrath: reputation. Ewen today the 
Clumber Spiniel is regarded as a ‘sort of 
royal «log amd one to be worked in a team 
rather than singly. 

A team of ten or more Clambers -work- 
ing. abreast, like an advancing line of sol- 
diers, is a sight to behold, ‘They are steady 
aul nat too fast for the following’ guns. 
Every heal of indiviclual game—icather 
or fur—s& found: antl oll the dogs are 
broken to drop to wing or shot. The 
nearest Clumber to the fallen game re 
trieves it and therenpon the feld moves on. 
The methet is complete, almost military. 

For at least three reigns, Clumber Span- 
ies have been popular at Sandringham, 
the Knulish country seat of the Rings of 
England. ‘The Sandringham Clumber's 
have been the pride of Edward VII,

George V. und the present monarch, 11 
was Queen Alexandra, as Princess of 
Wales, who made them known to the #en- 
eral public hy sending them to the leaching 
shows all over the country. 

The earliest of the Climbers to arrive 
on the Americon Continent belonged to 
officers altached to British regiments in 
the Maritine Provinces, Today there are 
few of the breed in the Dhuminien. 

The Clumber t usually a long-bestied 
dog with shorter se stronger legs than 
those of the spritiwer, He is heavy and 
for his. size unusually full of movement, 
with the swaying hinekuarters wnd merry 
tail carriage of the good-tempered dog. 

The color is plain white with lemon- 
colored murkings ubout the head. this shade 
[ring preferred to orange. “The heard mark- 
ings are slight and the muzele is freckled 
with lemwn tickings. A male may weigh os 
much as 65 pounds and a female 55 pounds. 

Flat-coated Retriever 

This is another of the valuable retriever 
litteds developed fram the water cleps 
brouwht to Btitain from Newfoundland 
(Plate VIT), 

In dhe making of the Flut-coated Ke- 
triever, setter blood was crosiel with the 
imported stock, while m the development of 
the Labradar (Mlate ['V) a printer cross was 
used instead. The two breeds are used by 
sportamen for almost identical purposes, 
but the Lahraror is far more numerous and 
popular. In fact, the fint-couted kind ts 
seldom seen in America at present. One of 
the chief supporters of the breed in thix 
country was the late Mr, George Jay Gould. 

[In England! the Flat-or Wavy-coated KRe- 
trievers. as they were then known, were jirst 
presented. for pulstic view at the shaw held 
at Birmingham in 184), They were much 
larger and courser than those exhibited u 
few years later, | 

The Flat-coated Retriever fourished as 
a show dog in the fate eighties and rarly 

nineties and asubseyuent decline th its pope 
larity has been attributed by same to the 
introduction of Rissiin Wolfhound bhone 
by certain breeders. This was done in an 
effort te produce a longer jaw better fitted 
for carrying a hare or pheasant, but the re- 
sult wie b long, narrow, coffinlike head. 

In recent yeurs this effect hos been elimi- 
nated and these handsome, intelligent, ancl 
affectionate dogs have regained some of 
their: old-time favor in Enghaned.

Wire-haired Pointing Griffon 


The Wire-haired Pointing Griffon, an ex- 
tremely useful gun dog, was developed by 
no wealthy Netherland banker's son, E. kK. 
Korthals, who deliberately set out in [874 
to produce a new aparting bread | Plate 
Vit). 

It proved to be an excellent pointer andl 
retriever possessed] nf a first-class nose, 
This is. not surprising, since the breed is 
believed to inelude the blowd of the atter- 
hound and setter: also, very likely, that of 
the pointer pnd some of the larger land 
apeeuriiels, 

The wire-haired and sometimes rougher: 
coated sporting griffons have heen used 
considerably os phéatant.and ather upland 
wri shuotitig dogs in this country, The 
largest kennels were jointly maintained by 
Mr, Lows Thebaud, of Morristown, New 
Jersey, and the late Mr. Erastus T. Tefit, 
MPH. Brewster, New York. 

The close and wirelike cout of the grif- 
fon fc ample protection against the rigors 
of an exacting winter climate, Therefore, 
az a duck-hunting. dog the griffon is par- 
ticularly well-equipped for retrieving from 
the water. As uo wide-ranging dog for 
quail, Hungarian partridge, and other out- 
ving game, he will not be found so fast 
afoot a5 the pointer or setter, He may be 
described as slow but sure, 

The coat of the Wire-baired Griffon has 
been officially described 23 harsh “like the 
bristles of a wild boar” aid his appearance, 
notwithstanding his short coat, & as wn- 
kempt as that of the linw-haired griffon, 
However, he has a very intelligent air. 

The color is steel-gray with chestnut 
patches, prayewhite with chestnut splashes, 
chestnut, dirty white mixed with chest- 
nut—aever black, The nose is always 
brown. Males stand from 21's to 23% 
inches ancl females 19% to 2144 laches. 
Full weight: abut 30 pounds, The tail is 
generally cot toa third of tts length, 


Irish Water Spaniel 
A iirst-clnss water dog developed in 
Trelund, this spaniel looks as if it had bor- 
rowed spare parts from several bred 
(Plate VET}. 
Up to about the middle of the last cen- 
tury, there were (wo varieties of ihe water 


spaniel in Ireland. ‘Those of the north had 
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consiterable white mixed with the liver 
Shale, In the south «a wholly liver-colored 
race was developed by Mir. Justin Me- 
Carthy, and this is the variety that has 
grown inte the fully recagnized anc ‘highly 
characteristic shooting and show dog of our 
times. | 

The breeds used in its making were not 
divulged, but this dog had the ears of the 
sfaniel ar large poodle, the curled or hull- 
fuifed-cut coat of the Old English water 
dag ao wild fowl retriever (a breed now ex-
